cumbrances, not  in  excess  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars?  This  question  to  be  voted 
on  by  Ballot. 

1-B.  Shall  the  provisions  for  absentee  ballot  for  the  election  of  Town  officers  be 
adopted  by  this  Town?  This  question  to  be  voted  on  by  Ballot. 

1-C.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  historic  district 
ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Historic  District  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board? 
(The  adoption  of  this  amendment  will  establish  a  historic  district  surrounding  the  site 
of  the  Smith  Meeting  House.)  This  question  to  be  voted  on  by  Ballot.

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MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  2, 1978 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  10.00  A.M.  The  warrant  was 
read  by  the  Moderator.  Ballots  were  unsealed  by  the  clerk  and  given  to  the  ballot 
Inspectors  for  counting.  The  ballot  box  was  shown  to  the  voters.  Voted  to  close  the 
polls  at  7:00  P.M. 

1.  By  Ballot,  471  ballots  cast. 

The  following  articles  were  acted  upon  at  the  Gilmanton  Elementary  School  on 
Saturday,  March  6, 1976,  at  7:30  P.M. 

An  announcement  of  the  results  of  the  election  of  March  2  was  read  by  the 
Moderator.  As  a  result  of  the  balloting  there  was  a  tie  for  fourth  place  for  the  Budget 
Committee  between  John  Lines  and  David  Geddes.  According  to  State  Law  the  Town 
Clerk  resolved  the  tie  by  tossing  a  coin.  John  Lines  won  the  toss  and  therefore  was 
elected  to  a  three  year  term  on  the  Budget  committee.  David  Geddes  was  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  fulfill  a  one  year  term  left  unfilled  by  the  election  of  David 
McKinna  to  the  office  of  selectman. 

Howard  Osier,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made  the  following  motion. 

The  Town  hereby  ratifies  the  action  of  the  Moderator  in  declaring  that  part  of  the 
ballot  relating  to  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  defective  and  I  hereby  move  that  the 
Town  now  elect  by  ballot  a  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  three  years  from 
the  candidates  that  have  filed  and  that  the  polls  be  opened  for  this  purpose  now.

193,  in  the  Belknap  County  Registry  of  Deeds  containing  one  (1)  acre,  more  or  less, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of 
Shell  Camp  Pond. 

The  Selectmen  shall,  in  addition,  be  authorized  to  accept  and  transfer  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Resources  Board  any  other  gifts  of  property  or  rights  to  properties 
that  may  be  needed  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  dam  at 
Shell  Camp  Pond  or  for  the  establishment  of  a  public  access  area  at  Shell  Camp 
Pond.  (Amended  from  its  original  insertion.)

1 .  During  the  past  year  this  department  responded  to  eighty  fire  alarms  without 
a  major  structural  fire.  Credit  for  this  fact  must  be  given  to  our  exceptional  response 
time  of  1.68  minutes  which  represents  the  elapsed  time  from  receiving  the  initial 
alarm  until  the  fire  engine  has  left  the  fire  station.  This  rapid  response  time  is.  in 
great  part,  due  to  the  communications  system  in  use.  (Central  Dispatch,  Laconia,  524- 
1545,  and  our  back-up  radio  equipment,  fixed,  mobile  and  pocket  units)  and  to  the 
training  status  and  devotion  to  duty  of  our  volunteer  personnel.

b.    Our  Number  One  fire  engine  (9-M-1)  required  two  items  of  significant 
repairs  during  the  past  year,  which  were,  major  repairs  to  the  radiator  and  welding  of 
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leaks  in  the  bottom  of  the  750  gallon  water  tank.  Both  of  these  items  were  indicative  of 
structural  fatigue  commensurate  with  normal  expectations  of  an  eighteen  year  old 
vehicle.  Both  of  these  repairs  resulted  in  an  episode  of  so-called  "down-time" 
during  which  the  vehicle  was  out  of  service. 

4.  The  Lakes  Region  Central  Dispatch  (524-1545),  which  provides  twenty-four 
hours  per  day  coverage,  is  now  in  the  process  of  computerizing  its  dispatch  system. 
Each  town  served  by  the  system  is  providing  many  items  of  essential  information 
pertaining  to  every  property  in  its  area  of  responsibility.  These  data  will  be  placed  on 
computer  tape  for  immediate  reference  as  needed.  These  data  will  include:

Directions  Hazards 

Adjacent  properties  Industry;  use  of  property. 

Water  sources;  lakes,  ponds,  rivers,  streams,  water  holes,  etc. 
Data  from  pre-planning  experiences. 
Plus  several  other  items  of  consideration. 

5.  Our  seven  man  "New  Fire  Engine  Procurement  Study  Committee", 
backed  up  the  in-put  and  other  efforts  of  all  members  of  the  department,  have 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  during  the  past  three  years  on  the  study  of  this  most 
important  subject.  No  effort  has  been  spared,  no  suggestion  has  been  ignored,  every 
thought  or  counter  thought  has  been  given  every  possible  study  and  consideration. 
With  this  background  of  study  we  do  consider  that  the  specifications  which  are  being 
proposed  for  the  required  fire  engine  are  such  as  to  most  adequately  and  satisfac- 
torily meet  the  requirements  of  this  community  with  every  factor  as  to  performance 
and  cost  having  been  given  all  due  considerations.

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GILMANTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  Gilmanton  Rescue  Squad  has  completed  another  year  of  service  for  the 
town.  During  the  year  the  Rescue  Squad  made  over  40  emergency  runs,  in  com- 
parison to  approximately  12  in  1975.  In  addition  the  Rescue  Squad  responds  to  all 
major  fires  within  the  town  to  provide  equipment  and  medical  service. 

The  year  saw  several  major  training  programs  accomplished;  an  Emergency 
Medical  Technician  course  and  an  Advanced  First  Aid  program  consisting  of  a  total  of 
81  hours  of  medical  training.  Additional  training  programs  are  being  planned  for  1977 
and  will  be  advertised  to  encourage  new  members  to  join. 

The  Rescue  Squad  also  provided  medical  support  to  community  activities, 
including  the  Elementary  School  Walk-a-thon  fund  raising  campaign,  the  Crystal  Lake 
Regatta,  the  Bicentennial  activities,  and  the  Swine  Flu  innoculation  program. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town  for  their  continued  support  and  we  are 
looking  ahead  to  another  year  of  making  the  town  of  Gilmanton  a  safe  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recognized  the 
fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city 
responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester, 
whoappoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as 
town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires,  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire. 
Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as 
safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization  in  modern 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup 
personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

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THE  GILMANTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1978 

The  Gilmanton  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  busy  and  fruitful  year 
under  the  competent  guidance  of  Carolyn  Baldwin,  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission. 

We  were  able  to  acquire  the  Curtiss  Hidden  Page  State  Forest  for  the  use  of 
the  town  as  recreational  land.  The  Page  State  Forest  is  located  near  Gilmanton 
Corner  on  Route  140.  The  Page  Forest  was  intended  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  town- 
speople of  Gilmanton  according  to  the  will  of  Curtiss  Hidden  Page.  Lilla  Stubbs  in- 
vestigated and  found  that  it  was  possible  to  lease  the  seven  acres  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  The  lease  is  to  be  renewed  every  two  years. 

Barry  Donaghy  was  in  charge  of  a  map  making  project.  He  produced  a  map  of 
the  roads  that  have  been  officially  closed  by  town  meeting  and  roads  closed  "subject 
to  gates  and  bars".  This  is  of  special  significance  to  property  owners  who  might  wish 
to  sell  portions  of  their  lands. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  also  investigated  requests  to  dredge  and 
fill  Gilmanton  lakes  when  such  a  request  has  been  forwarded  to  them  by  the  Water 
Resources  Board. 

A  waterfront  lot  at  Sawyer  Lake  has  been  offered  to  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission and  the  commission  is  in  the  process  of  having  the  land  deeded  to  them. 

The  question  of  solid  waste  disposal  has  been  studied  by  the  Commission. 
Edgar  D.  Stubbs,  Jr.,  P.E.,  has  agreed  to  be  a  consultant  to  the  group. 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  discussed  the 
serious  problems  and  considerable  expense  that  the  town  will  have  when  it  can  no 
longer  dispose  of  the  solid  waste  by  open  burning  at  the  Town  dump.  The  town  will 
soon  have  to  be  in  compliance  with  Federal  and  State  regulations  that  prohibit  bur- 
ning. The  Stubbs  represented  the  Commission  at  a  regional  meeting  in  Laconia.  The 
technology  involved  is  very  expensive  for  a  single  town. 

John  Dickey  of  the  Planning  Board  has  met  with  us  and  minutes  of  the  Planning 
Board  meetings  are  sent  to  the  Commission.  The  Planning  Board  would  like  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  take  a  survey  of  town  attitudes  toward  long  range 
planning. 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  has  been  making  long  range  plans  for 
the  area  and  has  gathered  very  valuable  information.  This  information,  such  as  maps 
and  studies,  would  be  available  to  the  town  if  we  should  join  the  Planning  Com- 
mission. The  Conservation  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  would  be  a  wor- 
thwhile thing  to  do.  The  cost  of  joining  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  would 
be  about  $1 .00  per  person  in  Gilmanton  per  year. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  a  budget  of  $35.00  per  year.  This  $35.00  is 
used  to  pay  our  dues  in  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  We  plan 
to  ask  for  an  additional  fund  of  $50.00  per  year.  We  find  the  cost  of  postage  and 
reproduction  of  documents  to  be  rather  excessive  and  the  cost  has  been  borne  by 
the  volunteer  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  Sanborn  State  Forest  located  on  Route  107  was  taken  over  by  the  N.H. 
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Department  of  Resources  and  Development.  This  was  investigated  by  Barry 
Donaghy.  This  open  space  will  be  beneficial  to  the  town. 

One  of  the  next  projects  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  map  the 
wetlands  and  steep  slopes  in  Gilmanton.  This  will  help  to  prevent  unwise  building 
projects  in  soils  and  on  terrain  that  will  not  bear  the  load. 

Another  project  will  be  to  study  the  subject  of  Conservation  Easements  that 
can  be  held  by  the  town  and  to  let  people  know  how  they  can  give  easements  to  the 
Commission  and  the  benefits  of  doing  so. 

We  would  also  like  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  improving  the  town  swim- 
ming area. 

Ralph  Forsyth,  Robert  Crosby  and  Richard  Camp  resigned  from  the  Com- 
mission. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Sue  Roberts  volunteer  to  serve  on  the  Commission 
and  to  act  as  our  secretary.  We  are  also  especially  pleased  to  have  John  Burdett  of 
the  Crystal  Lake  Association  and  Richard  Bohannon  of  the  Whispering  Pines 
Association  as  new  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  We  feel  that  the 
preservation  of  Crystal  Lake  is  a  very  important  issue.  Richard  Bohannon  has  agreed 
to  attend  a  series  of  meetings  sponsored  by  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission 
on  water  quality. 

We  feel  that  a  Conservation  Commission  composed  of  interested  individuals  is 
essential  in  a  town  that  is  experiencing  the  growth  that  Gilmanton  is.  Your  Con- 
servation Commission  is  dedicated  to  preserving  the  natural  resources  and  beauty  of 
Gilmanton.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 


On  January  5. 1977 1  was  re-elected  to  my  second  term  as  Speaker  of  the  House. 
My  first  term  as  Speaker  was  devoted  to  applying  management  tectiniques  and  tighit 
fiscal  control  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  Legislature  while  reducing  its 
operating  costs.  I  will  endeavor  to  continue  these  efforts  during  my  second  term 
while  calling  on  the  Legislature  to  more  fully  meet  its  responsibility  of  overseeing 
and  auditing  an  ever-expanding  executive  bureaucracy. 

The  Legislature  met  this  year  in  a  controversial  special  session  to  consider  a 
number  of  issues  of  immediate  statewide  importance.  Among  these  was  HB4,  (Laws 
of  1976,  Ch.  57)  which  required  that  every  group  insurance  policy  issued  by  a  carrier 
licensed  by  the  state  include  mental  health  coverage  equivalent  to  the  coverage  for 
physical  illness.  This  legislation  modified  an  earlier  bill  passed  in  the  1975  regular 
session  by  reducing  out-patient  benefits  and  increasing  the  ceiling  on  long-term 
benefits  thereby  providing  innovative  mutual  health  coverage  while  avoiding 
prohibitive  costs  of  the  earlier  legislation. 

Meeting  in  Special  Session  allowed  the  Legislature  the  opportunity  to  capture  2.3 
million  dollars  in  Medicaid  funds  by  providing  for  transfer  of  state  funds  to  match  the 
federal  grant. 

Important  advances  were  made  during  the  Special  Session  in  the  areas  of 
education  and  consumer  protection.  SB57  established  an  incentive  program  for 
students  from  New  Hampshire  who  seek  a  post-secondary  education.  The  program 
administered  by  the  Post-Secondary  Commission  makes  loans  of  $100  to  $1500 
available  to  students  entering  their  freshman  year.  Many  graduating  high  school 
seniors  in  our  district  applied  for  and  received  loans  under  this  program. 

SB44  passed  during  the  Special  Session  has  made  significant  strides  in  the  area 
of  consumer  legislation.  That  law  prohibited  any  public  utility  from  levying  fuel  ad- 
justment charges  without  approval  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  Approval 
can  only  be  given  after  a  public  hearing  conducted  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  the  month  in  which  the  charge  is  to  be  levied.  It  also  established  a  legislative 
Utilities  Consumer  Council  consisting  of  four  members  of  the  House  and  four 
members  of  the  Senate  to  supervise  activities  affecting  utility  consumers  as  well  as 
promoting  consumer  education. 

Of  particular  interest  to  my  constituents  are  two  bills  I  sponsored  during  the 
Special  Session.  In  response  to  complaints  from  many  constituents  concerning  the 
excessive  noise  on  Lake  Winnipesaukee  due  to  high  power  motor  boats,  I  sponsored 
HB18  (Laws  of  1976,  Ch  6)  providing  for  a  statewide  maximum  noise  level  for  all 
outboard  engines  used  on  New  Hampshire  lakes  and  rivers.  Many  residents  of  the 
area  appeared  before  House  Committees  to  testify  in  support  of  this  legislation  that 
Rep.  Leary  and  I  introduced. 
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In  addition  I  introduced  HB7  (Laws  1976  Ch.  43)  which  allowed  municipalities  in 
the  Winnipesaukee  River  Basin  to  apply  to  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Com- 
mission for  federal  aid  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewer  lines.  Ultimately,  all  of  the 
sewerage  in  this  area  will  be  piped  to  a  regional  treatment  center.  75%  of  the  program 
cost  involved  will  be  funded  by  the  federal  government. 

In  the  current  1977  legislative  session  a  number  of  bills  are  being  considered  that 
will  affect  the  citizens  of  our  district.  I  will  be  introducing  legislation  designed  to  have 
the  state  assume  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  educating  foster  children  that  live  within 
the  district.  At  the  direction  of  the  Alton  town  meeting  I  will  also  endeavor  to  pass 
legislation  that  will  require  mobile  home  owners  who  have  moved  into  the  community 
since  the  filng  deadline  for  property  taxes  to  pay  their  proportional  share  of  the  local 
taxes  for  that  year. 

I  will  be  co-sponsoring  a  bill  drafted  by  the  Consumer  Protection  Division  of  the 
Attorney  General's  Office  designed  to  protect  citizens  when  they  buy  a  used  car  or 
mobile  home  or  when  they  buy  into  a  retail  franchise.  Other  legislation  I  am  spon- 
soring will  more  clearly  define  which  roads  the  towns  are  obligated  to  maintain.  In 
addition,  I  am  considering  legislation  that  will  facilitate  arrangements  by  landowners 
to  have  private  roads  plowed.  I  will  also  continue  to  watch  over  the  restoration  of 
Shellcamp  Pond  Dam,  a  project  which  was  initiated  by  legislation  which  I  sponsored 
in  the  last  session. 

The  job  of  state  representative  carries  other  responsibilities  beyond  considering 
and  sponsoring  legislation.  Last  year  I  had  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  many  con- 
stituent requests.  I  am  also  happy  to  report  that  many  of  the  people  from  our  district 
visited  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  and  my  office  as  well  as  testifying  before 
commitees  during  the  Special  Session.  I  encourage  this  type  of  participation  and 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  reaffirm  my  belief  that  government  should  be 
responsive  to  the  people.  Consistent  with  this  belief,  I  am  working  to  coordinate  a 
schedule  whereby  your  executive  councillor,  state  senator  and  I  will  conduct  open 
office  hours  in  the  district  to  meet  with  residents  and  discuss  local  concerns.

Shortly  we  will 
begin  compiling  the  information  gathered  onto  the  base  map  sheets  and  we  will  be 
visiting  Gilmanton  from  time  to  time.

-  GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD  - 
1976  Annual  Report 

The  Planning  Board  holds  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  in  the  Selectmen's  Office,  Town  Hall,  G.I.W.,  at  7:30  P.M.  The  agenda  for  each 
meeting  is  posted  prior  to  the  meeting  date  in  both  the  town  Post  Offices.  Minutes  of 
all  meetings  are  taken  and  distributed  to  town  officials  and  are  available  by  con- 
tacting the  Secretary.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

The  Planning  Board  met  14  times  during  1976  with  the  majority  of  its  business 
devoted  to  the  review  of  subdivision  proposals.  Subdivision  activity  within  the  town 
during  the  past  year  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Subdivisions  approved  19 

Total  new  lots  in  approved  subdivisions  65 

Total  acreage  in  approved  subdivisions  620 

Several  subdivisions  are  pending  and  a  number  of  other  proposals  were  received 
and  reviewed.  As  required  by  State  law  and  local  regulations,  abutters  hearings  at 
which  adjoining  landowners  are  given  an  opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on 
plans  were  held  prior  to  the  approval  of  any  subdivisions.  The  Planning  Board  also 
made  on-site  inspections  of  most  proposed  subdivisions. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  public  hearings  on  an  amendment 
proposed  by  petition  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  concerning  political  signs. 

The  Board  also  held  two  public  hearings  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  Smith 
Meeting  House  Historic  District,  and  has  recommended  that  town  voters  approve  its 
adoption  at  1977  Town  Meeting. 

A  minor  amendment  was  made  to  the  town  Subdivision  Regulations  concerning 
land  surveying  requirements.  The  Board  plans  to  make  further  amendments  to  the 
regulations  this  year  to  improve  their  organization  and  to  make  them  more  useful  in 
properly  directing  growth. 

The  Planning  Board  has  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  and  recommends  to  the 
Town  that  Gilmanton  join  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission.  The  Town  has 
experienced  extremely  rapid  growth  in  recent  years,  almost  doubling  its  1960 
population  of  736  to  an  estimated  1,445  in  1976.  The  Planning  Board  could  use  the 
valuable  technical  assistance  and  services  provided  by  the  Commission  to  aid  in  the 
development  of  a  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  future  growth  of  the  Town.

On  December  1.  1976  the  Lakes  Region  Community  Health  Agency.  Inc.  en- 
tered into  its  second  year  of  service  to  residents  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton.  Our  first 
year  has  seen  a  broadening  of  the  Agency's  financial  stability,  a  steady  increase  in 
the  demand  for  our  services,  and  further  development  of  staff  and  programs  in 
response  to  this  demand. 

The  current  scope  of  services  includes  professional  skilled  nursing  care,  para- 
professional  homemaker  and  home  health  aide  services,  and  other  community 
health  projects  such  as  the  Swine  Flu  immunization  clinics  and  pre-school  children's 
immunization  clinics.  Working  as  a  team  under  the  direction  of  the  patient's 
physician,  we  are  able  to  provide  the  most  appropriate  and  economical  level  of  care 
in  response  to  our  patient's  needs.  The  availability  of  our  services  has  enabled  many 
members  of  the  local  community  to  retain  their  independence  and  remain  in  their 
own  homes  during  a  period  of  illness  or  infirmity  when  it  would  not  be  otherwise 
possible. 

Town  appropriations  are  applied  to  defray  those  costs  of  services  which  are 
not  reimbursable  through  available  third  party  sources  such  as  Medicare.  Medicaid, 
and  Title  XX.  We  feel  that  the  local  funds  that  are  allocated  to  the  Lakes  Region 
Community  Health  Agency  are  a  sound  investment  for  the  residents  of  Gilmanton  as 
they  enable  us  to  deliver  a  return  of  necessary  quality  services.  We  are  your  com- 
munity health  agency,  serving  you.

In  the  beginning,  some  funds  were  generously  donated  to  us  for  early  expenses  by 
the  P.T.A.,  Centre  Congregational  Church,  United  Church  of  the  Iron  Works,  the 
Gilmanton's  Women's  Club,  the  Historical  Society,  the  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Iron  Works, 
the  Garden  Club,  Lower  Gilmanton  Community  Club  and  the  Smith  Meeting  House 
Cemetery  Association.  With  the  artistic  aid  of  Jim  Beck,  an  attractive  Gilmanton  sign 
was  designed  and  four  were  made  and  installed  at  entrances  to  the  town.  Later  some 
funds  were  supplied  by  the  town. 

On  the  Fourth  of  July,  we  arranged  an  appropriate  Bicentennial  celebration  at  the 
Centre  Congregational  Church  in  its  Colonial  atmosphere.  There  were  various  par- 
ticipants and  we  are  particularly  indebted  to  guests  like  our  speaker,  Robert 
Livingston,  of  Laconia,  Winthrop  Buswell,  Moa  Bartholomew  and  Harriet  Coupal  who 
provided  inspiring  music.  The  church  was  filled  and  many  expressed  the  inspiration 
they  received  from  this  patriotic  service. 

The  Committee  cooperated  closely,  through  Joe  McGonagle,  with  the  Fourth  of  July 
Committee  who  produced  an  excellent  parade. 

Through  the  sale  of  specially  designed  Gilmanton  Auto  plates,  we  provided  funds  to 
have  a  bronze  plaque  made  and  installed  on  one  side  of  a  granite  monument  at  Smith 
Meeting  House  listing  in  bronze  the  names  of  Gilmanton  men  who  served  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  This  had  been  a  long  time  objective  of  the  American  Legion. 
Wilfred  Emond  did  the  work  on  preparing  the  plaque  and  George  Roberts,  Jr.,  con- 
ceived and  handled  the  Auto  Tag  project. 

On  two  Saturdays  during  August,  a  team  of  persons  welcomed  visitors  who  came  to 
see  Gilmanton  Historical  sites. 

Previously,  the  P.T.A.  had  issued  a  Bicentennial  cookbook  and  the  Junior  Historical 
Society  had  painted  the  Corner  Library. 

For  our  principal  project,  we  made  application  for  a  $1,000  grant  from  the  N.H. 
Bicentennial  Commission,  to  be  added  to  matching  funds  from  the  town,  for  the 
study  and  publishing  of  the  Badger  History  of  Gilmanton,  eight  hand-written  volumes 
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of  which  have  been  lying  in  the  Town  Hall  for  many  years.  The  money  was  granted 
and  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  Bingham,  the  books  were  transcribed  by 
several  local  ladies  and  were  evaluated  and  edited  by  the  New  Hampshire  Historical 
Society.  Printing  of  initial  volumes  will  start  shortly  and  the  first  copies  will  be 
available  in  March.

There  were  a  total  of  25,480  lunches  served  with  milk,  an  additional  4,641  half  pints  of 
milk  were  used  by  students  at  a  charge  of  five  cents  under  the  Special  Milk  Program. 
Lunches  were  served  180  days  with  an  average  daily  participation  of  141.  Each  lunch 
cost  an  average  of  .6365  cents  to  serve.  This  does  not  include  the  value  of  govern- 
ment food  used.  The  program  utilized  about  $2,037.  (wholesale  value)  in  government 
donated  foods. 

In  view  of  the  increased  food  and  milk  prices  I  feel  we  are  very  fortunate  not  to  have  to 
raise  our  lunch  and  milk  prices  at  this  time.  The  kitchen  staff,  headed  by  Mrs.  Can- 
dace  Willard,  works  very  hard  to  control  expenses  and  have  certainly  been 
responsible  for  the  success  of  this  program.

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TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  GILMANTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  honor  that  I  present  to  you,  for  the  fourth  year,  this 
annual  report  for  the  Gilmanton  School  District. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  us  with  the  usual  variety  of  educational  activities 
and  projects  so  typical  of  our  school. 

This  past  year  was  a  year  of  settling  down  and  digging  in  at  Gilford  High 
School.  Many  of  the  problems  and  rough  spots  of  the  previous  two  years  have 
disappeared,  thanks  to  the  energy  and  hard  work  of  the  administration  and  staff.  I  do 
not  think  that  it  would  be  exaggerating  to  say  that  Gilford  High  School  has  one  of  the 
best  emerging  secondary  programs  in  the  state,  with  quality  staff  and  all  of  the 
equipment  one  could  possibly  want  for  implementing  a  modern  program. 

Here  in  the  town,  we  are  facing  pupil  population  growth  that  is  unprecedented, 
since  the  elementary  school  was  built.  In  September  of  1976  we  were  forced  to  add  a 
second  first  grade  because  of  overcrowding,  and  we  see  another  second  grade  on 
the  horizon  for  September  1977.  In  the  process  we  have  lost  our  stage  area  (for  the 
library  now)  and  next  September  we  will  lose  the  faculty  room  facilities. 

Happily,  the  school  board  has  helped  to  organize  the  Gilmanton  Building 
Committee,  which  even  at  this  writing,  is  working  against  the  calendar  to  bring  to  the 
townspeople  a  sensible  but  comprehensible  plan  for  expansion  of  elementary  school 
facilities. 

This  coming  year  will  be  one  of  change,  stimulation,  and  program  im- 
provement, in  keeping  with  your  school  staff's  desire  to  maintain  the  Gilmanton 
Elementary  School's  place  in  the  forefront  of  good,  sound  modern  education.
